SiN TKAXCISCO, Oct. 2.— The steamer 


City of Pekii1. arrived yesterday from 
China aud Japan and went immediately 
into quarantine. The Pekiu is 20 days 
out from Yokohama. When she left 
there cholera was raging. It is feared 
that the disease will linger until late in 
the wimer. lu northern Japan there has 
been little change in the status of the 
disease. About the same number of 
deaths occur daily, and there are no 
signs of tbe plague abating.

loss of the Spanfah warship Cristobal 
Colon, a sec-gn.'l-cltiss cruiser of about 
1,200 dispiat-'snent aad 1,0000 horse- 
power. 


The Cristobal Colon formed part of 


the fleet of -Spar.isb warships detailed TO 
•watch the coast of Cuba in order to pre- 
vent tbe lauding of filibustering expe 
ditious from the Uuited States aud else- 
whore. The cruiser carried four 12- 
centimeter Himtorio gnus; two 7-centi- 
meter guns and two rapid-fire guns. 


Her crew is estimated to have num- 


bered about. 200, officers and men, bnt 
tho exact figures are not knowu here at I 
present as she had meu on board in- 
tended for thy smaller patrol vessels of 
the Spanish licet, aud may have detailed 
men ashore.. 


The station of the Cristobal Colon 


was in tha waters off Cape Antonio, 
about the western extremity of the 
island of Cuba, her commander having 
particular instructions to watch the

The commander of the Christobal 


Colon reached Man tun during the day 
with the majority of the crew. When 
questioned recording the disaster the 
Spanish captain would only say that the 
Christobal Colon was driven ashore on 
tbe Colorad" reef owing to the violence 
of the cvc) ne and that it is probable 
fiho will" prove a total loss. 
Efforts, 


however, will be made to save her 
gnns, etc. 
Tha wreck of this fine warship, so 


soon after the sinking of the Barcaste- 
gni, has cast a feeling of intense gloom 
over the government officials here. 
There are none too many Spanish ves- 
sels iu these waters at present aud the 
loss of the Cri-stobal Colon will be keen- 
ly felr by the Rovernment at this crisis.

Iccomotires intended for expiess trains 
require as much training, in their way, 
for fast running as do race horses. The 
Pennsylvania Railroad company builds 
its own engines, and those built for ex- 
press trains are known as class P They 
aie \eiy large and built, with slight va- 
riation'?, after the pattern of the big 
English engine imported into this coon? 
try several ye.ws ago. and which at that 
time Tv.ib a cnriosi'y in its way 
When 


one of these big engines is taken ont of 
the shops to be placed on the road, in- 
stead of patting it to the work it is in- 
tended far at once it is rnn for two or 
three weeks on &ome one of the local 
branches in order to train it, so to speak, 
for faster running. By this means all 
the bearings and journals connected 
with the running gear become settled 
to Their work, for should anything about 
the new muichine not work harmonious- 
ly there is ample time to adjust the de- 
fect. 
Usually the new engine pro\es 


troublesome on account of its propensity 
to make fast time, and at almost every 
station the train is found to be a little 
ahead of sthedule time and must wait 
for from ten seconds to a minute —Phil- 
adelphia Record.

A German chemist has made the 


discovery of a new compound body, 
which is said to possess the peculiar 
quality of solidifying under the ac- 
tion of beat, and to again revert to 
the liquid state at a temperature be- 
low 32 degrees Fahrenheit. 
To this 


substance"the name nf "crostase" has 
been given, and it is stated to be ob- 
tained by mixing equal parts of 
phenol, camphor and saporine, with 
tbe addition of a smaller proportion 
of the essence of trebentbine. It is 
supposed that up to the present time 
no body possesses this remarkable 
quality of liquefying when cold and 
solidifying when hot.

As each ear comes directly under our

On ears intended for seed leave some j 


husks. The ears can be put in a dry place, 
tied by the husks in twos and hung up 
away from rats and mice and will not 
need looking after nutil planting time.

As I have lost but one colony in ten 


years in these double hives—and that 
came through the winter all right, but 
for some reason the qnoeii died, and she 
was only 2 years old—I united them 
with the'nncfens above them.
